The facts cited in a former letter servo 


to show that, whether women are "In the 
large sense" less moral than men or not, 
they poaseos in a high degree that partic- 
ular kind of morality which is most needed 
in a voter, viz: the disposition to vote for 
a good candidate rather than a bad one. 
If the welfare of society is to determine 
the question, this is a strong argument for 
woman suffrage. 


But Dr. Muuger intimates that it would 


be contrary to ''the specialization of 
function." He says: 


The trend ;of civilization) is lowcrds 


specialisation of function, that ia, a wide, 
and clear distinction between woman's 
place and work in society and man's place 
and work." 


This is mixing up two different things^ 


The trend of civilization is undoubtedly 
toward specialization of function as be- 
tween individuals. Thus, one mnn is no 
longer expected to be ft Jack-of-all trades. 
Even in a single trade, 
like shoe- 


making, the whole shoe is no longer 
made by one man, but each workman 
devotes himself to making one particular 
part of the shoe. Jn like manner, one 
woman is not now expected to do house- 
keeping, spinning, weaving, candle-mat, 
ing, etc. etc. Specialization of function 
among individuals is constantly going 
farther and farther; in all lines of indus- 
try. 


But it is not trne that the trend of civil- 


ization is toward a wider and wider divis- 
ion betweeii the spheres of the sexes. 
Such a statement is contrary to the most 
obvious facts. 
A hundred years ago, 


almost the only occupations by which a 
woman could earn her living were house- 
work, teaching and sewing. Today more 
thsn three hundred occupations are open 
to women. 
The position of women has 


been practically 
revolutionized during 


the last fifty years, and the whole of the 
change has consisted in the discovery that 
one thing after another which has been 
supposed to be out of woman's sphere, 
and in man's, was really common ground. 
Education, property rights, freedom to 
follow trades and professions other than 
the traditional three before-mentioned' 
were all, each in its turn, a debatable 
ground, and each was as fiercely con- 
tested as the bufl'raye is now. 


There is a sphere that is exclusively 


men's, and a bphure that is exclusively 
women's, but there is ako u vast amount 
of common ground, and the tendency of 
civilization is to make 
the common 


ground wider and wider. 


It has been said that the position of 


women is the gauge of civilization. 
The 


region where there ia the most "wide and 
clear distinction between -woman's place 
and work in society and man's'1 is the 
Urient, where women are segregated in a 
harem. America is at the opposite end of 
the scale. Here a woman may do almost 
anything that she can do well, except 
vote. 


If "the trend of civilization" is to settle 


the question, the trend of civilization is 
distinctly toward woman suffrage. 
On 


this point, let the '-hard tacts'' speak for 
themselves. 


Sixty years ago, women could not vote 


anywhere. In 3SS6, Kentucky gave school 
suffrage to widows. 
In 38fil, Kansas gave 


it to all women. 
Jn liJby, England gave 


municipal suffrage to emgle women and 
widows, ami Wyoming gave full suffrage 
to all women. 
School 
suffrages 
was 


granted in 1875 by Michigan and Minne- 
sota, in IfsTB by Colorado, in 1S7S by New 
Hampshire and Oregon, in 1879 by Massa- 
chusetts, in 1SSO 
by New York und Ver- 


mont, 
In 1SSI municipal suH'rage was 


extend to the single women anti widows 
of Scotland. Nebraska gave school suf- 
frage in ISSli, and Wisconsin in 1SS3.

Bishop; "i don't want- to fall in at the 
rear of this reform; I mean to march with 
the procession!"

"YELLOW JACK" IN CUBA. 


Believed That the Fever Will Soon Become 


EpMemio Throughout the laland. 


Washington, Juna 27.—The most 


alarming report from Cuba with re- 
spect to yellow fever comes from Sa- 
gua la Grand, wliere tho marine hos- 
pital service is advised by its last re- 
port there 
are forty-one cases and 


four deaths. It is expected thnt within 
a very short time the fever will be- 
come epidemic and if it does not 
become virulent in the city of Havana 
all previous experiences will be set 
aside. 
The department has, however, 


received no advices to the cjfTect that 
cholera has appeared anywhere on the 
island. 
Tho present war »nd its re- 


lation to the sanitary condition of 
Cuba is referred to in the last annual 
report of Surgeon-General Wyman and 
the statement then made will repre- 
sent the conditions of this summer, 
only in a more- aggravated form. On 
this subject, Gen. Wyman then eaid 
that the insurrection had intcrferred 
to a great extent m the transmis- 
sion of exact information from the dis- 
turbed provinces, and Uie normal condi- 
tion of health m the isbr.d had been 
largely modified by the presence of a 
great body of non-immune Spanish 
soldiers. These persors have taken the 
disease- and added to tho natural num- 
ber of cases annually prevalent ;n that 
island. Tho difficulties 
experienced 


last summer wiU be mot with again 
this 
year. Accurate know ledge as 


to the number of troops stricken 
with tho diseaso is denied b3' the 
Spanish government. 
The 
icports 


from Havana last year showed a total 
of 1,M3 cases, «nda mortality of thirty 
per cenf. This bummer special pre- 
caution will be taken to prevent the 
introduction from Cuba into the United 
States of yellow fever. Each of th" 
four revenue cutters patrolling' the 
Florida coast carries sanitary inspec- 
tors to intercept any fishing smacks 
and other vessels coming direct from 
Cuba with no intent to enter legally 
any port of entry; and also for the pur- 
pose of intercepting any recnrning fili- 
bustering expedition of refugees seek- 
ing to land surreptitiously. Sanitary 
iaspectors have been or will be sta- 
tioned permanently in Havana and 
Santiago, and such inspectors will be 
sect to every seaport of Cuba to re- 
port to the marine hospital service on 
the prevalence of yellow fever.
